It was so pleasant to hear from you. I really look forward to the completion 
of the Maryland obsolete currency book. I hope they give you proper 
credit for your long period of pioneering work unless they include you 
as an author._ 


The hospital cards permitting practice at two of our six hospitals in 
1867 are fascinating. I enclose the listing in the St. Louis directory 
for 1866. The City Hospital opened in 1846; 111 feet long, 50 feet 
wide; 3 stories; 90 patients; burned down in 1856 and was rebuilt in 
1857-8. The building was subsequently enlarged and is still there. 

The Sisters of Charity Hospital was referred to as the St. Louis Hospital. 
It is the oldest hospital west of the Mississippi River. The Sisters 
came to Emmitsburg, MD in 1809 and moved to St. Louis in 1819 when a 
log cabin (2 rooms and a kitchen) were given to them by John Mullamphy. 
They built a hospital in 1828 on the property. It was moved several 
times and renamed the Mullamphy Hospital and is now called the St. Vincent 
de Paul Hospital. If you need full detail, write the latter for its 
history or I'll call them for it. 

If you will send nice photostats of your two items, I'll send them to 
the Washington University Medical School archives, as they would like 
to have them. The ones sent me need a little improvement. 


In connection with medical matters, I remember our May 6, 1978 arrangement 
with respect to the St. Louis Drug & Medicine Store 50q note of 1817. 
Please take good care of that note in case conditions give our foundation 
the right to acquire it. Of course, if you have any willingness to 
part with it now, please let us know. 


For your children, I am sending a copy of a really fine letter sent 

out by the Chancellor of their Alma Mater. I thank them for their greetings.

Dear Leonard: 

I want to congratulate somebody on the completion of A 
Catalogue of Maryland's Paper Money which is the major part of 
Money & Banking in Maryland . You furnished the authors with 
extensive numismatic information after your lifetime study of and 
devotion to the collection of and research of Maryland bank notes 
and scrip. The book was many years in preparation, so I was glad 
to see it. I do not think you were given adequate credit in the 
mention of your assistance and cooperation, even though I have no 
way of evaluating bow much the authors did in new research. The 
bo-ok is much needed and loaded with good material. Its structure 
and placement of illustrations is attractive. I wish they had 
shown it to you or others for comment before putting it in final 
form. I will be interested in the comments of others. 

The authors asked for suggestions and amplications which is 
natural as no one can be complete as to what is actually available. 
However there are in my opinion some matters which could have been 
improved upon. For example there is no index of issuers. One has 
to know the location before being able to find an issuer. This 
causes confusion in many situations. The Reister's Town Turnpike 
Ferry note is listed under Baltimore using the name Baltimore and 
Reister's Town Turnpike on page 129 whereas the issuer on the scrip 
begins with R. Thus there is a difficulty in finding! it. 

I feel that they relied too much on Haxby and failed to even 
list in the bibliography or even describe properly his basic 
sources of bank note reporters and lists. (They erroneously call 
them counterfeit detectors as the source). Books by Dye, Hodge, 
Gwynne & Day etc. are not mentioned and they are loaded with 
Maryland items. 

There is a failure to separate out and explain standard form 
fill in notes for any issuer wishing to complete them, some showing 
a non-Maryland city as the printer. 

The $10 Bank of Columbia was illustrated on page 155 of my 
19 90 edition and p. 177 of my 1997 edition of The Early Paper Mnn Py 
of—America and is not illustrated in their listing. Some 
counterfeits are not marked counterfeit such as $50 Bank of the US 
on page 185. I have not checked my holdings against the book or 
read more than a few portions of the book. 






In the banking section of the book they do not list or mention 
Maryland's colonial notes of 1767, 1770 and 1774 etc. but do state 
that they maintained their value (p. 8) which wa^^so. The 

Revolutionary war currency issues are almost totally omitted except 
for a Continental and a $4 propaganda note. I am not critical but 
merely disappointed when so much prior material was available. 

I presume you still own your collection. I look forward to 
your comments. 

I hope you and your family are thriving and send you our best.
